Gasoline Use Now 
Down 12 Months 

George R Reilly, memboi 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that gasoline us¬ 
age in California declined in 
April for the twelfth cori- 
.seciitive month. 

Reilly reported that the 
April total of 94;?.062.‘n6 gal¬ 
lons was 2.1 per cent lower 
than .April 1979, the la.st 
month in which gallouage 
increased over the same 
month a year earlier. April 
figures also lagged behind 
the peceding month of 
March by 3.7 per cent. 

Reilly .said total .gasoline 
distribution for the fiist four 
month-i of 1980 was 4.1 per 
cent loss than the same per¬ 
iod of 1979. 

Reilly reported that April 
gasoline excise tax revenue# 
to the state amounted to 
865 94 million, down almost 
$1.40 million from April 
1979, and 82 53 million lower 
than in March. 


Federal IRS 

aster Relief Act of 1974 can 
deduct losses from the dis¬ 
aster on their 1979 Federal 
income tax returns ... if 
they haven’t filed yet. Ordin¬ 
arily, these casualty losses 
would not be deductible .un¬ 
til the 1981 income tax filin.g 
season. Taxp a y e r s who 
haven’t filed yet for 1979, 
have the option of waiting 
and claiming these current 
Icses next year, when they 
file 1980 returns. 

Individuals who have al¬ 
ready filed their 1979 tax re¬ 
turns, and who have suf¬ 
fered a lo.ss from flooding m 
one of the Federal disaster 
areas, can still obtain tax 
relief this year if they file 
an amended return. The 
form to file is the 1040X. 
Corporate taxpayers can 
amend their returns by iil- 
ing a Form 1120X. 

Non - business casual t y 
los.ses are deductible only to 
the extent that each loss ex¬ 
ceeds $100, while losses to 
I'Usiness property are gen¬ 
ially deductible in full says 
the IRS. Deductions are not 
allowed for the portion of 
any lass reimbursed or ex¬ 
pected to be reimbursed by 
infurance or other compen- 
.sallon. 

The IRS urges taxpayers 
to q.uickly compile a list of 
those items damaged or de.s- 
troyed in the flooding in pre¬ 
paration for deducting the 
loss on their tax return. 
They also need to determine 
what value the items had be¬ 
fore an'l after the loss. Be¬ 
fore and after photos of the 
damaged pronerty and valu¬ 
ations of qualified appraisers 
are helpful in establishing 
the amount of loss. 

IRS personnel will provide 
casualty loss information at 
the Federal - State a s - 
sistance centers which have 
been set up. The toll-free 
telephone number for infor- 
malion on the a.ssistance 
available is 1-800-252-9259, 

There are also two book¬ 
lets offered by the IRS which 
can be of help to victims ot 
the flooding. One is Publiea 
lion 547, "Tax Information 
on Di.sasters. Ca s u a 1 t y 
I.osses and Thefts.’’ and the 
other is Publication 584, 
"Workbook for Determining 
Your Disaster Loss,” both 
available at local IRS office:; 
or by calling the IRS forms 
trierhono line listed in the 
telephone directory white 
pages under United Stales 
Government, Internal Reve¬ 
nue Service.

The regular meeting of the 
Sierra Madre City Council 
was called to order by Mayor 
Chales I. Corp on Tuesday 
evening, June 24, at the hour 
of 7:30, after roll call and 
noting that all Council mem¬ 
bers were either presei'.t or 
accounted for, he called upon 
Councilwoman Elaine Ru¬ 
dolph to give the Pledge of 
Allegiance and the invoca¬ 
tion for the evening. 

Minutes of previous regu¬ 
lar and special meetings 
were presented and by mo¬ 
tion and second were so ap¬ 
proved, alter which t li e 
agenda for the evening came 
under discussion and by mo¬ 
tion and second was ap¬ 
proved for the evening. 

.-\Xtor an explanation con¬ 
cerning the Agenda and its 
availability. Mayor Corp 
then - called upon the aud¬ 
ience for its first opportunity 
to speak to the Council on 
any m.atters pertaining to 
City business and requests to 
si;>eak on items that were on 
the Agenda for the evening, 
and then called upon the 
members of the Council lor 
Action Items and Reports lor 
the evening. 

The first order of business 
was the adoption of a Re¬ 
solution No. SO-51 by the 
City Council in joint effort 
with the Sierra Madre Lib¬ 
rary Board of Trustees in 
commending Gloria Hin - 
Shaw for her years of de¬ 
voted community service. It 


W'as noted that she served 
the Library for 29 years and 
as Children’s Librarian for 
14 of those years, and they 
wished her their best wishes 
for every happiness and suc¬ 
cess in her future activities 
and personal ende a v o r s. 
Council adopted the Resolii- 
tion by motion and second. 

A Public Hearing was held 
on the Preliminary Budget 
as it I'Clated to the Federal 
Revenue Sharing ^unds. The 
Council, by motion and 
second accepted and received 
the Preliminary Budget for 
the fiscal year and by mo¬ 
tion and second allogated 
the Federal Revenue Sharing 
Funds to the General Fund 
for eligible departments dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year. 

The City Cocncil then not¬ 
ing that the City of .Sierra 
Madre currently has a re¬ 
imbursement agreement with 
the Community Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency and has ad¬ 
vanced as of June 30, 19S0, 
approximately 260.000 to the 
Agency at an Interest rate 
of 7 per cent, and therefor 
the Cocncil adopted Resolu¬ 
tion 80-53 establishing a Re¬ 
serve Fund without a speci¬ 
fic appropriation for the re¬ 
ceivables from the Sierra 
Madre Community Redeve¬ 
lopment Agency. 

A Temporary Use Permit 
and Street Closure for the 
Fourth of July parade and 
celebration and for the clo¬ 
sure of Mariposa Avenue on 


the evening of July 3 for a 
"Water Tug-of-War” was re¬ 
quested by the City Admin¬ 
istrator. Both actions were 
approved by the Council on 
a motion and second. 

A request was made by the 
Chamber of Commerce for 
the Chamber of Commerce 
lor the use of the- Toy Loan 
building in Memorial Park. 
A least* was mentioned and 
was referred to the City At¬ 
torney for recommendation 
and Its requirements. Tlie 
lease calls for the payment 
of $1 per year and the pay¬ 
ment of pro-rate cost of utili¬ 
ties, but the building will be 
under the jurisdiction of the 
Paiks and Recreation Com¬ 
mission. 

A one year extension was 
approved for the completion 
of the Tentative Tract Map 
No. 35636. The Council by 
motion and .second approved 
of the extension. 

d’he (’ouncil also approved 
that Tract Map No. 38250 
was ready for recording and 
the Mayor was authorized to 
sign the agreement covering 
the subdivision. 

After months and months 
of discussion in the Plan¬ 
ning Commission stage, and 
after a Public Hearing on 
June 17 before the City 
Council, Ordinance 975 was 
presented the City Council 
for its first reading by title 
only. 

Ordinance No. 975 is the 


Condominium Conve r s i o n 
Ordinance that has had so 
much discussion over the 
past year and can bo re¬ 
viewed at the Counter of 
City Hall or at the Library. 
The Council will probably 
place the Ordinance on its 
final reading and for adop¬ 
tion on July 8th meeting and 
it will become law on Aju- 
gu.st 3. 

The Ordinance consists of 
seven legal typewritten pages 
and goes into details con¬ 
cerning definitions, proce¬ 
dures, design criteria and 
construction procedures, and 
for those that may antici¬ 
pate a Condorninium Con¬ 
version in the future, should 
take the time to go over the 
Ordinance and if they are 
not satisfied with the var¬ 
ious conditions, present 
themselves at the Council 
meeting of July 8 and bo 
heard relative thereto. 

By motion and second the 
City Council renewed the 
Cal Group insurance of em¬ 
ployees' dental program.

The Day Brown, Burton Tried 

Congressman John Burton may be as John Burton-like 
as ever, but Assemblyman Willie Brown is getting soft. 

Earlier this year the San Francisco Democrat joined 
83 of .his state Assembly and Senate colleagues and step¬ 
ped aboard the inheritance tax-rediuction bandwagon, be- 
comi,ng a coanthor of legislation (AB 2092) to chop the 
state’s death-tax take by about $300 million over the next 
two years. 

Rich and poor alike, under the bill, would be shielded 
against the forces of inflation. 

There was a time, however, when Brown and some 
of his soatmates would have none of this. The time was 
February 8, 1972; the seatmates, assemblymen John Bur¬ 
ton, John Miller, Henry Waxman, Yvonne Braithwaite. Bill 
Greene, Loon Ralph and John Vasconcellos and senators 
Meryn Dymally and David Robert!. 

The idea: to eliminaae the state’s millionaires. 

Using the state’s inheritance and personal income 
tax laws as their firing sq-uad, the ten legislators intro¬ 
duced AB 333, with Biuxton as lead author. 

First, the measure increased the maximum inheri¬ 
tance tax rate from 24 per cent to an even 100 per cent 
and applied it against inheritances in excess of $1 mil¬ 
lion, beginning with estates where the date of death 
occurred on or after Janoary 1, 1974. Surviving spouses 
were exempt. 

Next, the bill imposed a tax eqnal to adjusted gross 
income on any individual who had accumulated a net 
worth of $2.5 millioin after January 1, 1973. 

Officially labelled “an act . . . relating to limitation 
and redistribution of wealth,” the measure made good 
editorial fodder for a time and was then quietly laid to 
rest in the Assembly Revenue and Taxation Committee on

How Pension Plans Differ 

As noted by Bbasco in a report released April 29, 1980, 
public sector pension systems are about 50 per cent more 
generous than private sector plans today. California’s state 
system, the report notes, is among the public sector leaders. 

Local public plans in California are even more gen¬ 
erous than the several state plans, according to another 
rece,nt report. 

•Here is a checklist of how private and public pension 
plans generaly differ, as prepared by Robert Tilove of the 
Twentieth Century Fund and included in the California 
state senate’s voluminous overview of the state’s various 
public systems in 1978: 

— Half of the wage and salary workers in industry 
are not covered by a pension plan; almost all employees 
of state or local government are covered. 

— The age when full benefits are payable is distinctly 
lower in public plans: most public plans make full bene¬ 
fits available by 60, in contrast to normal retirement at 
age 36 in most private plans. 

— Three-quarters of tiie public plans base retirement 
benefits on pay in the years close to retirement, this is 
true of fewer than 30 per cent of the workers covered by 
private plans. 

— In determining final average pay, a large percent¬ 
age of the public plans use a period of three years or 
less; among private plans of tdie "final pay” variety, the 
only significant departure from a five-year base is a 
ten-year base. 

— 'The average benefit formula — the percentage of 
pay accrued with each year of service — is higher in pub¬ 
lic plans. Among the public plans based on final average 
pay with parallel Social Security coverage, the median 
rate is about 1.6 per cent. Among large final salary plans 
in private industry, the corresponding median (1965-70) 
was approximately 1:5 per cent. (California systems gen¬ 
erally grant 2.0 per cent of pay per year of service.) 

_ Aiiri,ough early retirements are not very different 

overall, one notable difference is that many private plans 
provide special supplements that make up for the absence 
of Social Security if termination is involuntary or by 
mutual agreement. 

— A little over half of the state and local employees 
are protcjcted in retirement by automatic adjustments; 
such adjustments are almost non-existent in private plans. 

Census & Reapportionment 

A constitutional amendment probihiting illegal resi¬ 
dents from being counted in the jjopulation of any dis¬ 
trict for reapportionmont purposes was scheduled to be 
heard in Senate Elections and Reapportionment Jnne 4. 
We supfjort a separate count and report of illegal aliens 
by the U.S. Census Bureau for population totals used for 
reapportionment. Eheryone should be truly concerned tliat 
this provision passes onto the floor and that the whole 
Senate gives it a favorable vote. 


Listening Post 


Why California list its fair share .... Caltran’s prac¬ 
tice of obligating Califor.na’s federal hghway apportion¬ 
ment late in the federal fiscal year has caused the state 
to lose $182 million of federal highway funds. In a nation¬ 
wide cutback, the Federal Highway Authority (FHA) re¬ 
duced California’s share from $330 to $148 million. Those 
states that obligated their federal funds early in the fiscal 
year did not lose money and may even come out ahead, 
but Jolinny-come-lately states like California lost money. 

Caltrans ha.s gone to court to seek use of a more equi¬ 
table apportionment formula, but idon’t expect them to 
put up a good fight. iHighway spending is low on their 
priority list. 

From the "We Couldn’t Have Said It Better Ourselves” 
Department .... When a farm wife was asked by a 
United States Dt'partment of Agriculture Investigator why 
the family owned a car when it didn’t own a bathtub, 
the woman replied with a surprie: “Why you can’t go 
to town in a bathtub.” 

Inheritance Tax Cut Advance 

A good amount of relief from California’s onerous 
inheritance tax would come from a bill sent for hearing 
in Senate Finance June 23. AB 2092 (Deddeh) cuts the tax 
collections 30 per cen* by excluding from taxation all trans¬ 
fers to spouses and by increasing other exemptions and 
indexing them for inflation. Certain family held farms 
and businesses would qualify for reduced taxation when 
the current use value is le.ss than market value. Closely 
held farms and businesses also qualify for low interest de¬ 
ferral of taxes ;up to 10 and 15 years. The governor’s office 
is quietly threatening to veto the bill because of the $200 
million revenue loss. California’s Inheritance tax is higher 
than any other state’s and serves as a real threat to 
the continuation of family owned farms and businesses.

Many 
times the burden is so great 
that spouses are forced to 
sell their propeid;y to pay 
the taxes, particularly when 
the death resuhs in the loss 
of the sole family income. 

The California Commis¬ 
sion on the Status of Wo¬ 
men supports tlie elimination 
of inheritance taxes between 
spouses because of its poten¬ 
tial economic impact on wo¬ 
men, since they comprise the 
largest percentage of survi¬ 
ving spouses.

tlie leadership of Mrs. Mar¬ 
jorie Gre<^n its first director, 
the school became a symbol 
of excellence in pre-school 
training. 

Educator and psysholo - 
gists agree that more learn¬ 
ing takes place in the first 
five years of a clrild’s life 
than at any other period. 
Character is developed, per¬ 
sonality, basic atti t u d e s 
formed. 

Nursery education means 
parents and teachers coop¬ 
erate in providing the best 
po.ssible environment for the 
growth and development of 
the child. The program con¬ 
sider the whole child — his 
physical, mental and social 
welfare. 

The Sierra Madre Commu¬ 
nity Nursery School has 
dene just this by providing 
an opportunity for the pre¬ 
school child to play under 
optimum circumstanes un¬ 
der supervision of a highly 
trained, and skilled staff of 
teachers. 

The Nursery School also 
offers to parents of pre¬ 
school children special edu¬ 
cation and guidance course? 
and counseling in coopera¬ 
tion with the Pasadena City 
College Extended Day Pro¬ 
gram. It is estimated that 
almost 1,000 parents have 
participated in the program 
to this time. 

No child in the commu¬ 
nity is ever refused admit¬ 
tance to the school because 
of inability to pay the rea- 
.sonable fee. 

At present the sch o o! 
accommodates 120 children 
and their parents with 
plans well under way to add 
the fourth unit to the pres¬ 
ent facilities, to be k nown 
a.s the Marjorie Green Cen¬ 
ter, 170 children could then 
be accommodated. 

In accordance with agree¬ 
ment with the city, the asso¬ 
ciation will construct a 
building and other improve¬ 
ments on 10,000 square feet 
of land behind the present 
facilities in Sierra Vista 
Park for the use and benefit 
of both, city and Nurser>’ 
School. Upon completion the 


improvements will be given 
to the city by the Nurserj' 
School Association. 

In addition to serving the 
pre-school children of the 
community and their par¬ 
ents, Nursery School Associ¬ 
ation members have actively 
participated in community 
affairs and projects, lending 
their support in many ways. 

They have supported the 
blood bank by providing 
baby sitting services as well 
as blood donors. 

They liave provided at 
least 20 workers each year 
for solicitation of funds for 
the Community Chest, of 
which the Nursery School is 
also a member. 

They have cooperated with 
the Toy Loan program by 
collecting toys; have served 
refreshments to the Rose 
Float workers and also have 
been active participants dur¬ 
ing the Pioneer Day festivi¬ 
ties. The Nursery School is 
represented on the Commu¬ 
nity Coordinating Council. 

School facilities are avail¬ 
able at all times to any or¬ 
ganized groups of the com¬ 
munity who desire to sche¬ 
dule evening meetings. At 
present groups up to 100 can 
be accommodated. With the 
addition of the proposed fa¬ 
cilities a second group also 
can be cared for. 

Under chairmanship of Dr. 
Paul Narcowich, a fund rais¬ 
ing committee composed of 
Sierra Madre citizens is be¬ 
ing formed. Those agreeing 
to serve to this date are Mr. 
and Mrs. R. H Barden, Mrs. 
Claude H. Brown Jr., Mrs. 
John Chapman, Willi a m 
Blackman and Ed-E. Herwig, 
editor and publisher of the 
Sierra Madre News. 

It was .also in this first 
few years of the 1960 decade 
that the Carter family of¬ 
fered the City of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre the Bailey Canyon Tract 
containing some 3.2 acres foi 
a total price of $35,000 
There was no mention of the 
acceptance, but since this en¬ 
tailed much of Sierra Ma- 
dre’s water tunnels it is as- 
sumer that it was taken in 
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by some method or another. 
tThis is not to be confused 
with Bailey Canyon Park, 
owned by Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Flood Control District.) 

St. Luke’s Hospital first 
unit was completed in Jan- 
uaiy of that year at a cost 
of $700,000 and the plans 
wei e completed the same 
week in 1961 for the build¬ 
ing of the Parkview Conva¬ 
lescent Hospital (now being 
used by CLIMB — School for 
Multi-handicapped blind). 

It was Febiaiary of the 
yar 1961 when Dr. George 
W. Groth Jr. and his family 
sold the Community Hospi¬ 
tal and Medical Center to 
the community for a total 
price of $477,000. 

Webster Vannier was thj 
Mayor of our city and this 
was the most downhearten- 
ing time in the lives of all 
Sierra Madreans (not at the 
time, hut proved to bo in 
the years we are now living) 
when the Sierra Madre 
School System was transfer¬ 
red and annexted to the 
Pasadena Unified Sch o o I 
District as of July 1961. 

Sierra Madre always .seems 
to be a community of action, 
controversy and community 
effprt and rejection. It would 
seem that the first five years 
of 1960’s could be easily 
termed as one of the found¬ 
ing years of the community, 
but this 's really not true 
as you thumb through the 
pages of Sierra Madre His¬ 
tory there has been many 
stretches of tim.e that have 
put the City of Siena Ma¬ 
dre in the position that it 
now stands.
